Confront is no loneer “just a drue rehab center", Their main focus now is 
to teach people how to avoid self oppression and to learn self love, Their - 
thernpy deals with feelines, because they believe that unexpressed feelines 
do not co awny, but are acted out in nerative mys, They stress emotional 
honesty, consistency, and trust, 


Family Gounseline Service of Northampton County has offices in Bethlehem, ' 
Easton, v. Raneor, and Nazareth. They qeal with marrinee problems, adjust- 
ment problems for te@narers and adults, and couple counseling (Ainoludine 
rays and lesbians), This speaker noted that political attitudes are becom- 
ine more homophobic, He stroncly suesested that we become politically awere 
and vote, not just sit back and hone that thines don't cet worse. 


Pennsylvania Car/seebeee Support Network is workine for eay civil riahts. 
They supply lobbyine Tatormtion: for the passace of the Fqual Riehts 
Amendment, for pro-choice in abortion, and aeainst sodomy laws, They . 
arrance the Pennsylvania Gay Pride Conference, They help to start new 
eay/leabian collere sroups, This speaker wirned that politicians do not 
think of eays as constituents due to our apathy on election day, She urced 
us to recister to vote and to vote for candidates who support anys/lesbinans, 


Turning Point, an organization for battered womeri/men and 
Mental Health, Mental Retardation, a counseling service, were also 


mentioned AS Arencies which are supvortive of eays and lesbians.
